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Tue ‘* Glorious Fourth” was duly observed by the 
Services on Monday and at many of our posts, es- 
pecially in the West, athletic sports were the prin- 
cipal features of the programme forthe day. We 
are glad to note a growing interest in manly 
exercises at Army posts, and that the commis- 
sioned officers are affording a liberal and hearty en- 
couragement, without which all efforts in the direc- 
tion in question would be worth very little. 








THE Omaha Herald says: ‘‘The term ‘old sol- 
dier’ has nothing of the mercenary allied to it in 
America, as is the case in European countries. 
Here it is a title, a designation of distinction.” We 
prefer the term ‘“ veteran soldier,” for in the Army 
‘‘old soldier” is very often applied to one who 
has by dint of long and hard practice, acquired a 
facility for evading regular duty and taking unto 
himself, as if by prescriptive right, the soft and 
pleasant places which are often accompanied by a 
little extra pay. 








THE assignment of the six-year naval cadets 
awaits the return of Secretary WHITNEY, as there 
are some questions connected therewith which he 
alone can decide. It is understood that the assign- 
ments will be limited to the line. Vacancies in the 
Engineers ure to be filled by the cadet engineers re- 
stored to the Service by the decision of the Supreme 
Court, and no further assignments can be made in 
the Marine Corps. There are now thirty-six six- 
year graduates to fill twenty-two vacancies. 








SomME newspaper writer has discovered that a 
lively controversy is in progress between the 
friends of General SHERMAN and the late General 
Logan, as to which shall give name to the new post 
at Chicago. As the name of General SHERMAN has 
already been appropriated for the post lately known 
as Fort Cour d’Alene, Idaho, the friends of Gen- 
eral LoGAN have the field all to themselves. The 
eminent propriety of selecting his name to «wesignate 
& post in the State he so ably represented in 
military, as well as in civil life, would seem to be 
sufficient to determine the choice. Fort Logan, 
then, let it be. 





REFERRING to the system of monthly payments to 
be given a trial at certain points at the end of July, 
a Washington despatch says: ‘‘The Paymaster- 
General has no confidence in the experiment, and 
does not think it will prevent either drunkenness or 
desertion as claimed. Whether soldiers get their 
pay every month or every quarter, thé Paymaster. 
General thinks, cases of desertion and drunkenness 
will still occur. The only difference will be that 
the men in the Service who drink will get drunk 
every month instead of every three months, and 
those who contemplate desertion will desert so much 
the sooner.” This is rather a pessimistic view to 
take of the matter and we bope for better things. 
But if monthly payments do not give as successful 
results as hoped for, then there will be found many 
to advocate that the men be paid twice a month or 
even weekly. Our own view of the case is simply 
the practical one, that under a system of frequent 
payments the careful, economical soldier will con- 
tinue to lay by just as much, while the reckless, im- 
provident, and dissipated one may possibly get 
drunk a little oftener, but cannot well continue the 





spree with his hmited exchequer, and can scarcely 
desert, especially from the remote posts, when he 
only receives a few dollars atatime. At any rate 
the new system is well worth a trial, and we shall 
look forward with interest to statistical results. 








THE English Admiralty and War Office are pass- 
ing through an experience from which we are just 


emerging, thanks to tbe erection of the stately | 


Government building at Washington, under the 
supervision of Colonel CasEy. Houses have to be 
hired all around the central offices to accommodate 
the growing business of the military departments. 
This practice has been frequently condemned by 
parliamentary committees, and in 1882 a site fora 
new building was purchased to the west of Charing 
Cross and Parliament street. Plans for a aew 
building were selected in 1884 by public competi 
tion, the erection of those chosen involving an ex- 
penditure of $3,500,000, and the demolition of the 
present Admiralty building. But a parliamentary 
committee in 1885 decided that the present build- 
ings could be made to answer the purpose by a 
moderate expenditure in repairs and improvements 
and the concentration of the clerks of the depart- 
ments in fewer rooms ; so the work of rebuilding is 
for the present suspended. 





CONSIDERING the accumulating evidence of the 
value of oil in stilling waves it is curious that it is 
not more generally made use of. This is to be ex- 
plained partly by the natural conservatism which 
opposes to change of any sort at least the vis in- 
ertia of indifference, and partly by the unwilling- 
ness of old sailors to adopt expedients which 
seem to reflect upon their nautical skill and ex- 
perience. In a paper recently read before the Frank- 
lin Institute by T. F. TowNsEND, and published in 
the last number of its ** Proceedings,” we are told 
that the stilling of waves by means of oil was known 
to the Ancients and is mentioned in the writings of 
PLUTARCH, PLINY and ARISTOTLE. It has also been 
long practiced by whalemen, fishermen and divers, 
but it has not yet come into general use though in- 
stances of its employment seem to be increasing in 
frequency. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN investigated the 
subject and Mr. TOWNSEND gives an interesting let- 
ter from him, describing the result of experiments 
made in 1773, and stating instances of the effect ot 
oil upon water. The excellent werk done by our 
Hydrographic Office in disseminating knowledge on 
this important subject, receives due credit from Mr. 
TOWNSEND who makes a contribution of his own to 
the practical introduction of this method of securing 
safety at sea in the shape of a hollow metal globe, 
carrying one and a half gallons of oil and designed 
to distribute it over the waves in constant and re- 
gular flow at the rate of from one pint to two gal- 
lons per hour. 








THE findings of the Court of Inquiry in regard to 
irregular proceedings at Fort Coeur d'Alene, now 
Fort Sherman, which we this week publish, carry 
their own comment with them. The court was ‘‘insti- 
tuted by direction of the President ” to investigate 
charges preferred by civilians, and the result is one 
which, tor the credit of our Army, we all wish 
might have been different. As astraight line 1s the 
shortest distance between two points, so the 
shortest and best road to the accomplishment of 
any desired purpose by an officer of the Army is 
that straight course pointed out by the law and 
Army Regulations. There is one suggestion in the 
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findings of the court which does not seem to be 
altogether fair, and that is that the irregularities at 
Coeur d’Alene were the outgrowth of a letter of in- 
structions from General Howarp ‘‘ to work the mill 
to its full capacity and use every contrivance to 
push construction of all buildings to completion with 
the least possible call for money.” What is there in 
this to suggest such transactions as those described 
by the court in its report? We believe that it had 
been the custom at Fort Coeur d’Alene to exchange 
sawn lumber for timber with citizens, in the propor- 
tion of five feet of timber for one of lumber. This 
was done partly to accommodate the settlers, who 
otherwise had no means of obtaining the material 
for building their cabins, and partly to save the 
labor of the enlisted men in cutting and hauling 
timber, to which work they were unaccustomed. 
The mistake was in adopting methods for expedit- 
ing the building of the post which involved irregu- 
larity in money dealings, and opened the way for 
such transactions as those in which the enlisted 
men of the garrison were involyed with the Post 
Trader. These were not only demoralizing to the 
command, but they brought a scandal upon the 
Service, the severest comment upon which is in- 
volved in the President’s statement that ‘‘the most 
serious charges are barred by the statute of limita- 
tions.” 








CROWN PRINCE FREDERICK WILLIAM of Germany, 
according to the Paris Figaro, recently visited the 
Comte de Paris to tell him that the formation of a 
Floquet Boulanger Ministry would be followed 
within a month by a war between France and Ger- 
many. If such a result follows the reinstatement 
of Boulanger it will be because Germany wisbes an 
excuse for immediate action, and that she can find 
whether Boulanger returns to office or not. Boul- 
anger is no fool, and he knows as wellas Von 
Moltke or Bismarck that the French Army is by no 
means yet equal’to that of Germany, and that pre- 
cipitating a campaign of revenge is simply playing 
into the hands of the enemy. The policy 
of France 1s unquestionably the waiting one; 
by making proper use of time, she may 
not only improve her own position but find 
herself favored by some combination hostile to Ger- 
many. If war is precipitated it may appear to be 
the work of France, but we can depend upon it 
that it is really the result of a skilful manipulation 
of the situation by Germany, which is just now in a 
far better position than her neighbor to act efficiently. 
The sentiment in France which favors the projects of 
Bismarck if he chooses to take advantage of it was 
illustrated by a scene in the French Chambers dur- 
ing a recent speech by M. Albert de Mun, the great 
orator of the clerical party. An eloquent allusion 
to the French heroes of Gravelotte and Rezenville, 
of Weissenburg and Reichshoffen moved the entire 
house to emotion. ‘Ladies in the tribunes wept 
aloud. Then suddenly, the first thrill of emotion 
past, a loud cheer arose from all the benches, only 
to be repeated agsin and again. The spectators 
would have joined had the regulations permitted, 
for they shared the general enthusiasm. And in 
the tribune, pale with emotion, his arms crossed on 
his stalwart breast, stood one of the heroes of the 
fray. It was long since such a chord had been 
struck ; for the simple, sincere, manly language of 
the soldier-deputy sank deep into all hearts.” It is 
possible for those who wish it to so play upon this 
emotion as to precipitate action by France, whether 
sound reason dictates it or not.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Captain JosePH Innis, U. 8. Revenue Marive 
who died June 29, in Providence, R. L., was born m 
Newport, R. L, and was about 48 years old. The 
late Capt. Stepben Cornell, U. 8S. R. M., was hi 
grandfather. He commenced going to sea when 
quite young, with a four-year cruise io a whalesbip 
out of Newport, R.1. At the commencement of 
the civil war he entered the Navy as master’s mate 
and was promoted to ensign, resigning from the 
Navy to accept an appointment as 3d heutepant in 
the Revenue Marine, to which he was commissioved 
by Presideut Lincoln May 26, 1863. He was pro- 
moted 2d lieutenant July 11, 1861, and commissioned 
ist lieutepant July 10, 1865. When he was Ist lieu- 
tevant of the steam cutter Moccasin, stationed at 
Newport, Kk. L., he, with the other officers attacbed, 
received the thanks of Congress for saving lives at 
the wreck of the steamer Metis in Long Island Sound 
Aug. 30, 1872, at which wreck they rescued over 40 
persoos from drowpving. He was commirsioned cap- 
tain June 30, 1874, since which time be bas served in 
command of the cutters from Newport, BR. L., to 
Wilmington, N. C. While in command of the cutter 
Hamilton, stationed at Philadelphia, Pa., be re- 
ceived a silver medal from the King of Spain and 
was made a Knight of the Spanish Kingdom fer as- 
sistance rendered the shipwrecked crew of tbe 
Spanish man-of war Pizarro. His last command 
was the U.8. cutter Grant, on the New York station. 
He has been partially insane for the last two years. 
A good commanding officer, a thorough sailor, aod 
a gentleman is the verdict of his shipmates. The 
sympathy of bis brother officers is extended to his 
widow in ber bereavement. 


CoLtoyeL Grorce P. AnpRrews, U.&. A., retired, 
who died at Fort Winfield Scott, Cal., July 2, ea- 
tered the Military Academy from North Caroliva in 
1841, was graduated in 1845, and assigned to the 4d 
U.S. Art. During the Mexican wur he served with 
credit and bravery, receiving the brevet of Captain 
for bis gallantry st Molinodel Rey. When the War 
of the Rebellion broke out he was Captain of the 3d 
Artillery and on duty in Wasbiugton Territory .

U.S, 
Navy.a valuable officer, died suddenly at South- 
ampton, Long Island, July 2. He entered the Navy 
from New Vork as 3d assistant engineer Oct. 16, 
1861, and was sovo after ordered on active service in 
the York aud Pamuncky Rivers, Virginia. He 
served with great credit during the war, and since 
the war, has, in addition to sea duty, fi'led many 
responsible positions ou shore. He was promoted 
Chief Engineer October 17, 1885. At the time of his 
death he was on sick leave. °

JUST CRITICISM OF WEST POINT. 


WASHINGTON, June nee, —One of the keenest and 
most practical papers on West Poiut,the Army and the 
militia which have appeared for many a day is published in 
*Lippincott’s Magazine” for J A rom Mr. F. P. Powers, 
Washington correspondent of t Chicago Times. His 
arraignment of West Point as an institution which, even in 
its mathematics aud practical engineering, is far behind 
several of the scientitic schools of the country, is such as 
must attract the attention of the friends of the Academy, 
and which they cannot too soon take into serious considera- 
tion. The whole afticle is one that Army men will be obliged 
to face, and to much of it they will find it difficult to make 
answer. The articie shows much close study, and does Mr. 
Powers great credit. 

The article above referred to will no doubt be 
answered by many better pens than mine; but I 
think it roper to state that I have written the 
editor of * Lippincott’s Magazine” a letter in which 
I — pointed out the many errors of Mr. Powers’ 
article. 

This gentleman haa based his opinion upon the 
most superficial knowledge of what he criticizes— 
his text is selected from the epistles written by the 
Board of Visitors to West Point, and his remarks are 
about as deep as theirs.

THE MONUMENT TO BURNSIDE. 


THE monument to General Ambrose E£. Burnside 
was dedicated with appropriate ceremouies on 
Fourth of July, at Providence. It stands at the east 
end of Exchange Place, one of the finest squares in 
New England, facing the City Hall. The sculptor 
was Launt Thompson of New York, who has pro- 
duced a figure one and a half times the size of life. 
The man, if standing, would be nine feet high and 
the horse eight feet from the plinth to the withers. 
The whole group, including the granite pedestal, 
stands twenty-five feet high. The design for the 
o- base was by H. 0. Avery, an architect, and 

illiam R. Walker of New York, The casting of 
the statue was done by the Henry Bonnard Bronze 
Company of New York. The work represents Gen. 
Burnside as Commander of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, seated on a graceful charger, with fleld-glasses 
in hand, apparently earnestly watching the conflict 


in the distance. hen the time for the unveiling 
came bells rang, cannon boomed and drums beat 
merrily. 


Under the command of Colonel Isaac M. Potter, 
the line moved promptly in five divisions: State 
muitia, veteran associations, Grand Army posts and 
distinguished men in carriages. There were visiting 

osts from Maine, Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

n the local veteran associations old men, bent with 
age and disease, hobbled along without a murmur, 
glad to make that burdensome march under the 
burning July sun to do honor to their old com- 
mander or coimrade-in-arms. The hero of the day 
was General W. T. Sherman, who rode by the side 
of Henry R. Barker, chairman of the Committee of 
Arrangements, drawn - 4 four iron-gray horses. 
He was readily recognized and warmly greeted all 
along the line, and when the carriuge division passed 
the military and veterans in review he was enthus- 
iastivally received. The carriage division having 
lauded the guests and other distinguished people at 
the stand near the statue, the three military divis- 
ions moved down toward the statue from the City 
Hall in line of battle. When balf way down the 
open space the militia swung into a wide column at 
the south side of the square, the uniformed division 
of the Grand Army taking the north side and the 
veteran associations forming the centre. In this 
order they marched down to the statue, the twent 
or twenty-five bands playing ** Marching throug 
Georgia "’ lustily and well. The old soldiers massed 
around the monument and waited for the unveiling, 
which was accompanied by literary exercises, the 
rincipal feature of which was an oration by Gen. 

oratio Rogers. He dwelt in glowing terms on Gen. 
Burnside’s character, a3 the most unselfish patriot 
of bis time. One Grand ro post subsequently 
held a banquet at Music Hall and another at In- 
fantry Hall. General Sherman was one of the 
principal guests at Music Hall.

A Washington special to the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Gazette says: In a conversation with a friend 
General Sheridan said that the idea that he bad re- 
commended the return of the rebel flags was pre- 
posterous.

I. The court of inquiry of which Colonel Henry M. Black, 
23d Infantry, is president, instituted by direction of the 
President, in 5. O. 16, Headquarters of the Army, Adjutant 
General’s Olfice, Washington, January 20, 1887, to fully in- 

te certain indicated charges preferred by civilians 
against Colonel Frank Wheaton, 2d Infantry, as the late 
commanding officer, and Ist Lieutenant Sidney E. Clark, 2d 
Infantry, as the late acting assistant quartermaster, at Fort 
Coeur d’ Alene, [Idaho Territory, baving considered the evi- 
dence, in connection with the instructions of the Secretary 
of War communicated in the following letter, bas reported 
its findings and opinion as bereinafter stated : 

(We omit the letter, W. D., A. G. O., of Jun, 24, 1887, giv- 
ing instructions, as these are embodied in the findings}. 

FINDINGS AND OPINION OF THE COURT. 
INSTRUCTIONS, 


Ist. The approximate amounts of lumber produced at the 
post saw mill; the disposition made and returns rendered of 
the lumber thus produced; and the disposition made and 
accounts rendered of the proceeds of such part thereof as 
was sold, 

FINDING. 

The court find, after taking into consideration all the evi- 
dence obtainable, as to the quantity of logs hauled to the 
mill, in convection with its capacity and time of running, 
that the testimony of one of the accused officers, Lieutenant 
Sidney E. Clark, 2d Infantry, furnishes as nearly as can be 
av approximate estimate of lumber produced by the mill 
during the period from October 1, 1879, to January 1, 1886, 
and this approximate amount is in harmony with the evi- 
dence before referred to, and is as follows: 2.437,556 feet of 
lumber; 1,657,320 shingles, containing about 390,000 feet of 
lumber. The disposition made of this lumber was as fol- 
lows: 1,740,720 feet of lumber was used in the construction of 
the buildings at the post of Fort Coeur d’ Alene, together with 
1,500,000 shingles; 696,836 feet of lumber and 157,330 shingles

A full return of all the lumber manufactured at the mill 
was never rendered, but a record was kept from 1879 to 1884 
of lumber expended by bim in the construction of public 
buildings at this post. After that date no record whatever 
was kept of the lumber produced at the mill, and in the re- 
turn submitted by Lieut. Clark the lumber taken up is an 
approximate amount based upon his expenditures for the 
same period, Of the lumber sold no returns were made; no 
accounts were rendered, but an account was kept for his 
own knowledge and protectioo. This account showed the 
amounts of money received from the sales of Jumber to 
citizens, and the purposes for which it wasexpended by bim. 
In the sales of lumber purchasers were required to procure 
from the post trader an order for its delivery, and the de- 
livery was made by the regimental Q. M. sergeant John 
Berry, of the 24 Infantry. These orders were some of them 
for cash deliveries, but largely the amounts were charged by 
the post trader to his customers, and charged by the post 
quartermaster to the post trader ani drawn upon from time 
to time. The proven collusion bereioafter referred to be- 
tween the post trader, Mr. C. B. King, and Quartermaster 
Sergeant John Berry in dividing the earnings of the steam- 
boat “Amelia Wheaton,” leaves room for doubt whether 
the Government received the full benefit of the sales of 
lumber made, 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

2d. The manner in which contracts for work in connection 
with the construction of certain public buildings and of a 
system of water works were awarded and executed, and in 
which the public funds allotted therefor were expended and 
accounted for. 

FINDING. 

The court find that Lieut. S. E. Clark, A. A. Q. M., awarded 
informal] contracts to the parties named below, at the dates 
and for the purposes and amounts specitied : 

To C. B. King, post trader at Fort Coeur d'Alene : October 
11, 1884, labor to construct wood work of a barrack building, 
$540, and te make and set window and door frames, $321; 
November 20, 188, to frame and inclose a double set of offi- 


cers’ quarters, $584; June 3, 1885, construction of porches for 
four rrack buildings, $595; June 29, 1885, excavating ana 


laying the foundation for water works, machinery, and 
setting pump and boiler, $450; August 25, 1885, sheathing 
and shingling a hay barn, $150. 

To H. H. Newhall, a clerk in the trader's store of C. B. 
King; March 20, 188, putting five chimneys in officers’ quar- 
ters, $157; March 24, 1885, setting window and door tiames, 
$127; August 20, 188, construction and framing a bake- 
house, $82. 

Proposals for bids upon these contracts were sent to the 
successful! bidders with information as to the amounts which 
were allutted and available, and an understanding existed 
that the contracts would be awardeé to them, but that they 
would not be required to execute them. None of them were 
in fact executed by the contractors, but the work, in each 
instance, was done under the supervision of Lieut. Clark, 
who paid to the contractors, on regular vouchers, the 
amounts called for by the contracts, which payments were 
accounted fur on the regular returns of Lieut. Clark. As 
each payment was made, the full amount thereof was re- 
turned to him by the contractor and by him expended in the 
payment of civilian employees and of extra duty pay to 
enlisted men employed, and the purchase of materials used 
in the construction of public buildings. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

8d, The uses to which the Govt. steamer “ Amelia Wheat- 
on” was put, eapestelly in the fall of 1883; the management 
of the oger and freight traflic in which the vessel en- 
gaged; and the disposition made and accounts rendered of 
moneys derived from such traflic. 

FINDINGS. 


The court find that the steamboat * Amelia Wheaton,” 
from the time of her completion up to Oct. 1, 1883, was used 
mainly for legitimate post and Government service. In the 
fall of 1883, in connection with her usual work of transport- 
ing hay for the hay contractor from the mouth of the Coeur 
d’ Alene River to this post, she was used to convey passengers 
and freight to and from the Indian Mission, near the mouth 
of said river,and while engaged in this outside work the 
post trader, Mr. C. B. King, by authority of Lt. 8, E. Clark, 

Inf., A. A. Q. M., acted as the agent ior the said boat, and 
as such gave all the orders for passage and freight thereon, 
and, in general terms, all the business connected with this 
t ic passed through bis hands. No regular accounts were 
kept or rendered by Mr. C. B. King of the money collected 
by him while conducting this business for the post quarter- 
master, Lieut. Clark, of the 2d Inf. He charged and col- 
lected $2 per passenger for the trip to the Mission, and $10 
per ton on the bulk of the freight shipped, except in special 
cases, when the applicant purchased goods from him 
amounting to about 1,000 lbs., or more, a free pass was issued. 
In Mr. King's settlement of this account with Lieut. Clark 
no account was made of the money collected for fare to the 
Mission, and the Gover ent was dited with freight of 
per ton only, Mr. C. B. King having collected and put in 

is pocket’ $10 per ton. The money derived from this use of 
the“ Amelia Wheaton” was turned into and formed part of 
the irregular fund kept by Lieut. Clark. The total amount 
of money received for freight during the interval covered 
by this inquiry was $2,271.69, of which amount $1,582.71 was 
collected in 1883, and no ular account was rendered of 
the muney thus obtained. e court further find that the 
regimental Quartermaster Sergeant, John Berry, 2d Inf., 
under the i diat of the post trader (C. B, 
King), and in pursuance of an agreement between them, re-

FINDINGS. 

The court find that from April to October, 1881, Matthew 
Lewis, an employee of the then post trader, C. F. Yeaton, 
was borne on the rolls of the post quartermaster, Lieut. 
Clark, as a civilian engineer, at a salary of $100 ; er month, 
and that he rendered no service whatever to the Govern- 
ment ; that he signed the rolls and drew his pay from Lieut. 
Clark, to whom he made immediate return of the money, 
which was made part of the irrewular fund accrued through 
sources hereinbefore set forth. The court find that in 1885 
M. M. Cowley, a contractor, had stored in the blic store- 
house at Fort Coeur d'Alene oats estimated in amount as 
from 60,000 to 86,000 pounds; that these oats were left on bis 
hands, not having been called for on bis contract, and that 
in the vicinity of one-half the amount was sold and trans- 
ferred to the pass trader, C, B. King, and the balance dis- 
posed of at private sale and by auction. In addition to this 
transfer, 3,000 pounds of oats were taken from the public 
storehouse and loaned to the said post trader upon the 
written guarantee of Captain Abner Haines, Jr., 2d Inf., for 
their return.

The court fiod that the irregular system of administration 
recited above was within the knowledge and had the sanc- 
tion of the post commander, Col. Frank Wheaton, 2d Inf., 
and that it was an outgrowth of a letter of instructions 
from the commanding general of the Department of the 
Columbia, Brig.-Gen. O. O. Howard, U. 8. A., dated Sept. 17, 
1879, conveyed to the post commander, to “* work the mili to 
its full cannery =e use every contrivance to push con- 
struction of all buildings to completion with the least pos- 
sible call for money.” 

OPINION. 

Upon the facts as above specified, and as they a r es- 
tablished in the record, the court is,of opinion that, Mille the 
may bave had their origin ina zealous desire to crefte a mili- 
tary post for which no adequate appropriation had been made, 
and that a post has been so established at nominai cost, the 
methods and processes were deplorable, and were greatly tu 
the detriment of the Service and subversion of all discipline ; 
that through the disregard of law and regulations by the 
officers concerned, a lawlessness was engendered which, 
when it reached the enlisted men of the command, greatly 
demoralized them and scandalized the Army. It is true that 
these officers were pla in a position whereiu they were 
called upon to provide shelter for the troops of their com- 
mand, and that they were not furnished with means to do so 
in a legitimate manner; but even that dilemma cannot be ac- 
cepted as a justification for a violation of law and regula- 
tions. The responsibility for the dilemma did not rest upon 
them, and, under such circumstances, protests, and not ac- 
tion, would seem to have been demanded on the part of the 
responsible officers. 

It. The following are the orders of the War Department 
in the case: 

WAR DEPARTMENT, Washington, June 27, 1887. 

The proceedings of the court of inquiry in the foregoing 
case havirg been submitted by the Secretary of War to the 
President, the following are bis orders thereon : 

The President approves the proceedings and findings of 
the court, and concursin its opinion that the methods and 
processes employed by Col. Wheaton and Licut. Clark were 
deplorable, subversive of discipline, and detrimental) to the 
Service. 

These methods involved, in the President's opinion, a dis- 
re of law and Army regulations bighly disocreditabie, 
for which no valid excuse was afforded by any existing ex- 
igency, and betrayed a recklessness and a degree of evasion 
which, happily, are very unusual in the conduct of Army 
officers, and which merit emphatic condemnation. 

The officers whose misbehavior has exposed by this 
investigation point to the military post built under their di- 
reciion as a monument of their ene and zeal, and they 
appear to find satisfaction in this result achieved with the 
scanty means placed at their disposal through governmental 
appropriation: but they should not be insensible to the fact 
thatan achievement by unlawful and forbidden methods 
such as are disclosed upon this inquiry canvot redound to the 
credit either of themselves or the Army, and that no profit- 
able result can excuse or justify,a violation of law or Arm 
rules and regulations or condonea resort to methods fraud- 
ulent in themselves and which invite peculation and corrup- 
tion. 

Notwithstanding the reprehensible conduct of these officers, 
and the unlawful complexion of the transa>tions exposed by 
this inquiry, the fact that some of the most serious charges 
are barred by the statute of.limitations; the difficulty, made 
apparent by an examination of the record, of obtaining sat- 
istactory evidence to support the charges on which a trial 
might be had; the consequent uncertainty attending the re- 
sult of such a trial; and the great expense and inconvenience 
which would be occasio thereby, constrain the President 
to advise that further proceedings upon the accusations ia- 
vestiguted by the court of inquiry be abandoned.

THE AMERICAN SHIPPING AND INDUSTRIAL LEAGUE 
convened at the rooms of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, San Francisco, June 21. The association is a 
national one, having its headquarters at New York. 
Over 100 delegates were in attendance. Addresses 
were made by Capt. Ambrose Snow and others and 
strong resolutions favoring appropriations 
for coast defence and for building up our mercantile 
marine. 

An English Parliamentary paper has just been 
issued containing a return of ail guns of 64-pound 
ealibre and over, supplied to the navy between the 
years 1870 and 1886, inclusive. At tke end of 1869

THE AMERICAN CONTRACTING AND DREDGING Co.

of more than 10 000,000 cu. metres with seven of the 
monster dredges built by the company for this espe- 
cial work. This work has been done in the axis of 
the canal, and in the “derivations”? made for the 
Chagres, Trinidad and Gatun rivers. Their contract, 
which will probably be completed next year, is the 
very greatest every carried out by one company. 


WoRK on the repairs to the stone dry dock at the 
New York Navv-yard are progressing slowly, the 
force being limited, and the dock will not be ‘~ 4 
for the reception of vessels for many weeks yet. 
When the repairs ure completed, however, this dock 
will compare favorably with any in the world of its 
size, though why the extension in length was limited 
to 480 feet is difficult to understand. At the Erie 
Basin is a Simpson dock 600 feet long and a second 
one 510 feet in length, and it would seem to be good 
policy for the Government to possess docking facili- 
ties equal to any emergency. 

Tue Union Iron Works at San Francisco, which 
company is now bu:!ding the cruiser Charleston, bas 
so extended its facilities tbat it intends to bid for 
the construction of two of the new big steel cruisers 
and two of the steel gunboats provided for at the 
last session of Congress. The officers of the com- 
pauy have carefully studied the specifications and 
requirement for speed, and believe that with the 
batural resources of metals on that coast and the 
climatic advantage that will enable them to con- 
tinue outdoor work all the year round, they can suc- 
cessfully compete with shipyards in the East. 


A NEW and ingenious method of raising money for 
charity has revently come into vogue and is being 
tried by tbe officers’ families residing in the Brooklyn 
et we It is called the ** Alphabet of Charity.” 
Of a Dumber of persons one takes the letter A as the 
beginning, and coutributes ten cents, and calls upon, 
or finds, eight others who each take the letter B, 
contributing, as in the first instance, tev cents; each 
letter B hunts up four others, each of whom con- 
tributes ten cents, and each in turn finds four more 
charitably disposed persons who are called letter C, 
and so on, each letter binding itself to find four let- 
ters next in sequence, and each letter contributes 
its dime until the seventh letter, or G, is reached, 
when the alphabet will be found to include no less 
than 10,921 persons, each of whom has contributed 
ten cents, or an aggregate of $1,092.10. Several of 
the young Jadiesin the yard are interesting them- 
selves in this novel means for easing the hardsbips 
of poverty, especial reference being had at the pre- 
sent time to assisting the Tribune ‘fresh air” fund 
for pour children. 

THE report of the British Suez Canal Directors 
shows a considerable falling off in vessels and ton- 
nage for 1886 as compared with 1885. The number of 
vessels was less by 524 and net tonnage by 568,097 
tons. With the same rata for both years the receipts 
were decreased by 5,680,019 francs. The British ton- 
nage was 77 per cent. of the total. The transit re- 
ceipts for 1884 amounted to 62.378.115 {.; for 1885, 
to 62,207,439 f.; and for 1886, to 56,527,390 f. Thus for 
two consecutive years there has been an annual de- 
crease which, although but trifling during the first 
of them, became very marked and serious during 
the second. This reduction is ascribed 4 Engineer- 
ing to the fact that it is cheaper, under the modified 
conditions which have become establisbed during 
the last three years, to send a steamer by the long 
sea route than to send it by the shorter passage, 
weighted as the latter is with the heavy fees charged 
for passage through the canal. By the Cape, too, 
passengers avoid the great heat of the Red Sea, so 
much dreaded by a large proportion of them, and 
the curiosity to see the crumerous places at which 
mail steamers stop on their yoyages palls after one 
or two experiences. Both the passenger and cargo 
traffic may therefore be expected to become more 
and more diverted from the canal route as high 
speed can be attained economically by the ocean 
r . : 7 

“Tne Deutsche Heeres Zcitung (Berlin) gives the fol- 
lowing particulars of the armor-clad Iver Hvitfeldt, 
launched a few weeks ago for the Danish Govern- 
ment. The displacement of the vessel is 3,280 tons; 
11s length, 235 feet ; beam, 48 fect; draught of water, 
18 feet. Compound plates 1l}¢ inches In thickness 
extend for a distance of 100 feet on the water line. 
Anarmor bulkhead, protected by 10-inch plates, 
is placed at each end of the belt. The vessel is fur- 
ther protected by an armored deck of 2}4-inch 
steel plates, extending the whole length of the ship. 
In the unprotected parts, over the armoured deck, 
the Iver Hvitfeldt is divided into a large number of 
watertight compartments.

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THE BOSTON AND CHICAGO. 


Capt. Ramsay reports that the under his 
command, will be ready fora seu trial of ber en- 
zines by the 12th instant, when the adjustments and 
modifications found necessary from experience with 
the Atlanta, will be completed. The guns of the 
Boston are not all yet completed, and none are 
roounted on board, her battery being detained at the 
_ Proving Ground, Annapolis. 

The recent docking of the Chicago at-the Erie 
Basin, Brooklyn, disclosed three injured propeller 
blades, one of them having lost a piece no less than 
‘afootsquare. The other blades have been injured 
but slightly, but enough to show that extreme care 
must be exercised in moving the engines while at 
the wharf, the blades of the propeller exteuding 
quite as far as the breadth of the ship. Tbe bottom 
of the Chicago, notwithstanding the immersion of 
rather more than a year and a half, was found to be 
very clean and smooth, no barnacles or marine 
growths of any kind being found at any point. 
The immersed skin of the ship has been cleaned and 
smocthed off, und then painted with the mixture 
found to stand the test of experiment, composed of 
one part pure white ziuc and two parts red lead, 
mixed with boiled linseed oil, a period of twenty- 
four hours being allowed between each coat, the 
same time being required previous to floating the 
ship. Numerous visitors inspected the Chicago while 
in the dry dock, among them baving been Dr. 
Agnew, of New York, remembered for bis connec- 
tion with President Garfield after bis assassination. 
The Doctor was favorably impressed with the eom- 
pleteness of the ventilating system introduced into 
the ship. A force of workmen from the evntractor's 
shops, is busy, under Lieut. T. E. D. W. Verden, in 
rupning the insulated wires for electric lightning, 
and will soon complete that part of the vessel’s 
equipment. Considerable progress is being made in 
putting the machiuery and boilers in condition for 
a sea speed and power trial, but it will be some time 
before the contract tests can be made. 








REPAIRING THE “ HARTFORD.” 


Or the Hartford, the San Francisco Call says: 
The Secretary ordered the ship to be repaired and 
repairs were begun. In afew days the sbipwrights 
laid bare the frames and planking in several places, 
and it was found that defects existed that had not 
shown themselves a few months prior. There were 
places where the water had run down on the inside 
ot the plankivg and rotted every strake, while one 
foot away from these spots the planks were entirely 
sound. The ceiling on the between-deck was also 
found to be worse than at the first survey, and, asa 
matter of fact, the manner in which the ship opened 
was a most unpleasant surprise all around. In the 
beginning of March the regular statutory survey 
was held upon the vessel by a board of inspection, 
consisting of Asst. Naval Constructor Joseph Feaster, 
Capt. Byron Wilson, United States Navy ; Carpenter 
Warren Barnard, Master Shipwright 8. J. Gormley. 
Master Joiner Johu Massey, Muster Smith T. J. 
Lowney, Master Plumber T. J. Moran, and Quarter- 
man Edward Lyneb. 

The ship was stripped, and by means of augers the 
soundness of outboard, planki»g, frames, ceilings, 
decks, and beams was ascertaiued as near as possible. 
it was apprehended that the ship was in a dubious 
condition, and the estimate—$98,000—caine unpleas- 
antly short upon the 20 per cent. limit imposed by 
Congress, but it was hoped that the work might be 
done for this sum. 

Ship builders and ship owners are familiar with 
the manner in which the condition of a sbip is ascer- 
tained, and realize that “boring” does not ac- 
curately indicate the rettenness or soundness of the 
ship, and that great care is required to conduct the 
work of repairs so as not to muke the entire outlay 
a waste of money. There have been several in- 
stances in the navy yard in which failure to exercise 
due precaution did cause a great loss of money. In 
the case of the Benicia, taken in hand at Mare 
Island in 1878, and on which the repairs were esti- 
mated at about 260,000, it was found, after an ex- 
penditure of $50,000, that it would require $200,000 
additional for labor alone to complete the ship. 
The vessel was not repaired, and $50,000 had practi- 
eally been thrown away, for which oversight or in- 
difference the constructor was very severely criti- 
cised, und, as a matter of fact, the Benicia incident 
was the prime cause of the law subsequently enacted 
a the repairs of vessels to 20 per eent. of their 
cos 
This in substance is the explanation that the Mare 
[sland construction authorities offer as the differ- 
ence in the two surveys. As will have been noticed, 
the latest survey increases the cost of repair to 31 

er cent., which practically condemns the vessel. 

Jnder the circumstances the Secretary of the Navy 
ean do no less than to order work on the Hartford 
to cease, and the money expended on her will thus 
be wasted. Unless a popular subscription be taken 
up the old craft will be doomed, hen first built 
the Hartford was regarded as one of the most beau- 
tifully modeled ships of ber day, and her designer 
and constructor said he conceived her superb lines 
aod form ina dream. Even to-day her form and 
generous proportions cannot but exciie admiration 
. in the beholder. Aside from her beauty, her bistor 
is such as to thrill every loyal Union heart wit 
enthusiasm, 








THE TRENTON AND HER OFFICERS. 


Tue U. 8.8. Trenton, which has been fitting out at 
the Norfolk Navy-yard, is now about ready for sea. 
She will probably be delayed until the micdle of 
next week, awaiting thearrival of her electric lights 
from New York. These are furnished by the Edison 
Company, and are about 300 in number. The ship is 
to be lighted why with electric lights, from 
the spar deck to the hold. She is also fitted with 
powerful search lights, one.on either side. Electric 
2all bells are profusely distributed about the ship, 
and the &inch rifles, comprising -her battery, are 
fired by electricity. The Trenton is cousidered one 
of the finest vesselsin the Navy. After being in- 
spected by the Board of Iuspection she witli sail for 
South America, with relief officers and crew for the 
Lancaster, flagship of the South Atlantic station 
The officers now on the Trenton (with the exception 
of the captain, executive officer, and marine o 
in charge of the guard), will remain on the Lan- 















caster, and her officers and crew will return to the 
United States on the Trenton.

COAST SURVEY. 


Tue U.S. 8. Ranger, which left San Francisco on 
Ovt. 25, under orders to survey the coast of Lowe 
California from San Diego to Cape St. Lucas, re- 
turned to that city June 25. The officers of the 
Ranger are: Comdr. F. A. Cook, Captain; Lieut. 
J. G. Eaton, Executive Officer; Lt. R. G. Peck, Navi- 
gating Officer, in charge of astronomic work; Eu-

Of the cruise 
tain Cook is reported as saying: 

We have had a fairly ot cruise, with only two south- 
west storms. We have non an average all the time from 
10 to 25 miles from the coast. We bave surveyed the coast 
line by geodetic surveying for 30 w§ Duss to 
Cedros Island. The work has been done with ngulation 
ashore trom the main peaks and bydrographic parties about 
the ship and in steam Jauncbes, The were allfixed 
by angles from potnts established ashore by theodolite. The 
survey at the vicinity of the Sacrame reef, where the 
steamship Sacramento was‘tost in . 1872, was one of 
the most i rtant of work done, The reef is near 
Geronimo Island, and we found it to be moch ia and 
much more dangerous than marked on the cha The 
hydrographic work there was very thorougb, and it will be 
of great assistance to steamers in making passage along the 
coast. Steamers invariably shape their course from Cedros 
Island to make Geronimo Island. This reef, in foggy 
weather, has been a source of great anxiety to navigators. 
It can now be approached to a 50 fathom curve. A vessel is 
perfectly safc outside of it; on d rous ground witbin it. 

Altogether, the work, as lar as it has progressed, has been 
very thorough to a fathom curve. It bas been doubly 
arduous because all the triangulation parties had to travel 
afoot, there being no transportation and no source of sup- 
plies ashore. Water even kad to be carried from the ship, 
the country is very barren. There are no harbors below 
San Diego, except at San Quentin, about 150 miles below, 
where vesseis that draw only from 10 to 20 feet of water 
may enter. Landings along the coast are very dangerous. 
We will now go to Mare Island and remain until next sea- 
son, the officers plotting their work meanwhile.

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THE REVENUE MARINE AND THE NAVY. 


Tae time cannot be very far distant when the 
Revenue Marine will become a part of the Navy, as 
suggested in our article of June 11. This is no new 
idea, yet its revival is due to the JourNaL, which, 
ia its issue of September 16, 1832, brought the sub- 
ject to notice. Our suggestion of that date was fol- 
‘owed by the recommendation of Secretary CHAND- 
“ER in his report of that year that the transfer should 
be made. More or less opposition to this scheme 
was developed in the Revenue Service—the chief 
mover in which was an official in the Treasury De- 
partment who is now no longerthere. Following tci: 
¢ me the renewal by Secretary CHANDLER in 1883 of 
his recommendation of the preceding year, rein - 
forced by some apt quotations from the previous re- 
sorts of the official above alluded to, who claimed 
in one document the true naval character of the 
Revenue Marine, and in another attempted to show 
that it had nothing in common with the Navy. 
Since that time the project, while apparently slum- 
bering, has undoubtedly been gaining strength, as is 
sho vn by the letters from officers of the Revenue 
Service in our issue of June 18. Now that ex-Sec 
retary CHANDLER has been elected to the Senate, it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that he will bring 
forward a bill to effect the change of which in an- 
other position he was so strongly in favor; 1f such a 
measure were to have the support of the two ser- 
vices we believe that the first session of the next 
Congress would see it become a law. The act 
should provide for the transfer of the entire Rev- 
enue Marine Service to the Navy, the officers to form 
a distinct corps to be known as the Revenue Marine 
Corps, and the men to form part of the regular 
force of the Navy, which should have the numoer 
now allowed by law increased by the number of 
men now in the Revenue Service. The officers trans- 
ferred from the Revenue Marine should receive the 
pay of those officers of the Navy with whom they 
had relative rank, and the men should be paid at the 
same rates as the men of the Navy. The mere fact 
of the transfer would give to all concerned the bene- 
fit of the retiring and pension laws, both of which 
are due to the Revenue Marine Service. 

The titles of the various officers of the Corps 
should remain uuchanged, but it would be well to 
provide that some of the older captains should have 
a higher renk than is pow given them by statute. If 
the first ten were given the rank of commander, it 
would be agraceful concession,and one « hich is justly 
their due, after the long and faithful service they 
have rendered the Government. No further ap- 
pointments of cadets should be made, and as soon 
as possible. the present cadets should be commis 
sioned as 81 lieutenants ov dropped from the list. 
Promotions should be made as in the Navy, by sen- 
iority, after exammatiop. All these provisions 
should also apply to the Eagineer Corps_of the Re- 





venue Service.

sufficient to perfurm its duties, by reason of the re- 
tirements and other casualties, officers of the Navy 
would be ordered to the cutters. Thus, in the 
course of time, the entire duties of the cutter ser- 
vice would devolve upon the Navy; when this 
pericd was reached it would probably be necessary 
to increase the namber of officers in the lower 
grades. If the plan that we have outlined above 
were carried out no vested interests would be inter- 
fered with ; every officer of the present Revenue 
Service would receive his promotion in due season, 
and the retiring and pension laws would be ex- 
tended to men who now have nothing of the kind, 
a'though they are clearly autitled to them in equity. 
Racent experionce would seem to show that there is 
n» prospect of their having sich benefits so long as 
their service is not a portion of the Naval establish- 
ment. The argument 1n tavor of a further extension 
of the benefits of retirement and .pensions proves 
too much, to be readily aimitted by an 
economical Congress. Its opponents fear that it 
would open the whole civil service to the enjoy- 
ment of those advantages and thus greatly increase 
the public burcers. We present the plan here out- 
lined in the interests of the smaller as well as of 
the larger body concerned therein ; and most of all 
in the interest of the public service which we con- 
ceive would be greatly benefited by the proposed 
change. Now is the time for combined action in 
tbe matter, and we commend it to the thoughtfal 
consideration of the Secretaries of the Navy and of 
the Treasury, assured that if they should be united 
upon this point, the transfer could readily be effected. 


THE ENGLISH WAR OFFICE. 


LorD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL in a recent speech 
made a vigorous attack upon the English military 
and naval administration, declaring that its present 
cost was twenty seven millions of dollars in excess 
of what Mr. Disraeli thought necessary in 1875, and 
that only one sixth of this sum was accounted for 
by an increase in numerical strength. Of this in- 
crease ten millions of dollars goes to the nary, ard 
as to this the attention of Lord Randolph is called 
to the fact that the cost of building sbips and en- 
gines had greatly increased, and the cost of gunmak- 
ing more than doubled; that Whitehead torpedoes, 
torpedo boats, quick-firing and machine guns, elec- 
triv lights and a variety of other auxiliaries are now 
in demand and have to be supplied at a heavy cost. 
This, however, does not affect the assertion that Ger- 
many with a population of 47,000,000 expends but 
$105,000,000, and France with 88,000,000, $145,000- 
000, while the total for the United Kingdom of 
$5,000,000 is $155,000,000. Counting the Indian 
Army the expenditures are one hundred millions 
of dollars in excess of France and one hundred and 
fifty millions beyond those of Germany. 

Lord Randolph asked the question: Was a force 
of 51,000 men sufficient for this enormous expendi- 
ture? England had not one fortress properly armed, 
not one properly provisioned, not one single—nay, 
there were a great many strong strategic forts per- 
fectly unarmed and perfectly unprovisioned, for all 
this great experditure. He could tell them that 
the important fortress of Malta was not only in- 
sufficicntly armed and insufficiently provisioned, 
bat he believed it was not sufficiently garrisoned to 
hold out for three weeks. Their Horse Artillery 
‘“was provided with the worst guns in Europe.” 
So said Lord Wolseley, and he would not have 
attached gospel importance to the statement, but 
that it was corroborated by other eminent authori 
ties. He went on to condemn the whole course of 
the English naval and military authorities in the 
manner of selecting guns, of building and arming 
versels, of selecting small arms, and of designing 
ships. Jt was, he said,an utterly rotten system, 
and he refused to be in any way connected with it 
until it was revolutionized and changed completely; 
until the Government would ssy that they would 
make £17.000,000 wisely expended, do the work of 
£18,000,000 foolishly expended, be would have 
nothing to do with the matter. 

The Ordnance Department, Lord Randolph de- 
clared, has spent a million dollars in buil ling fifteen 
68-ton guns of defective design, in spite of a warn- 
ing from Sir Wm. Armstrong and_Oo., who were 








these guns were put on board the Collingwood, and 
at the second round, with only half a charge, one 
of the guns brrst. Now the whole of the guns 
were recalled and condemned, and the vast expend- 
iture bestowed on their manufacture was wasted. 

In 1888 the Admiralty launched ths Ajaz and the 
Agamerinon, which were expected to steam sixteen 
or seventeen miles an hour, but it was found that 
if they went more than eight miles an hour they 
did not steer, were utterly unmanageable, and, as 
ships of war, were useless. These two ships cost 
£300,000, and now the Agamemnon had been sent 
to the China Station, and they had heard nothing 
of her again. Six very large ships of the Admiral 
class, named after the Admiral, were so badly con- 
structed that they might be said to be,utterly un 

protected, and yet they were to cost £4.500,000, 
They next designed seven of a new class of ships 
with belted armor which cost two millions of money, 
but it was found that when coaled instead of the ar 
mor belt being 18 in. above the water line, it would 
be 6 in. below, and so the vessel must be either un- 
protected or go to sea without coal if they were to 
be protected. The result of this was that during 
the last twelve or thirteen years eighteen ships had 
been designed by the Admiralty to do certain things 
for certain purposes, and on the strength of which 
Parliament had voted money to the amount of ten 
millions, and yet the purposes for which it was spent 
had been thrown away.” 

A partial explanation of the existence of the con 
dition of things described is found in the report of 
the Ordnance Inquiry Commission, which has just 
appeared in England. With reference to the man- 
agement by the War Office of tae Ordnance, the par- 
ticular subject of this inquiry, there is, they show 
in the first place, no definite responsibility whatever, 
In the second place, there is no continuity in the 
policy of the office; no security, for instance, that 
particular principles of manufacture should be ad- 
hered to, or a particular system for making guns or 
rifles pursued and developed. Each Secretary of 
State takes his own view; each is advised by the 
persons of whom he happens to approve; each car- 
ries out or pushes on those particular branches of 
manufacture, construction, and the like which he 
prefers. There is never at ary time any binding or 
permanent declaration of the intentions of tbe office 
by which the public may be infurmed of what is be- 
ing done, and by which they may be guided in judg- 
ing of the value of the estimates which are formed 
from year to year. Inshort, there is an entire lack of 
a consistent and continuous system of administration 
and of proper responsib lity. 

The general conclusions of the Commission are 
that it is not ‘‘ possible that a great public office 
should be conducted with the same energy, enter- 
prise, and general efficiency as a private manufac- 
tory. Nothing can supply the stimulus which is 
afforded by the prospect of individual gain and in- 
dividual loss. Nor can any Government depart- 
ment be orginized in such a way as to make the 
administration as efficient as it would be if it were 
conducted by persons who are absolute masters o1 
their own property, and have absolute control of 
their own works.” They hold, therefore, ‘that 
Governmert manufacturing establishments should 
be upon a moderate scale; they should aim at the 4 
introduction of improvements, and specially at set- 
ting an example of perfection in workmanship and 
material, and at ascertaining the prices for which 
the different stores required may fairly be purchased 
from manofactarirg firms.” They say further: 
** We are strongly of opinion that the greater part 
of tne warlike stores which are to be purchased 
should be purchased from private firms capable of 
supplying them. These firms would, in all proba- 
bility, be able to judge better of the value of inven- 
tions, and to deal in a more satisfactory way witb 
inventors than public departments would be in a 
position to do.” 

While they hold that the charge of inefficiency. 
both generally and in a variety of particular in 
stances, has been proved to a considerable extent. 
they reach the very satisfactory conclusion that the 
charges of corruption brought against the Ordnance 
Department are f.Jse and unfounded, and thai 
neatly all the particular instances alleged are eith-: 
wholly untrue or distorted yersions of innocent | 
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facts. One act of indiscretion has been proved. 
Some matters of suspicion as to some of the inferior 
officers of the Ordnance Stores have been proved, 
but nothing beyond this. 

An amusing incident of the English Ordnance In- 
quiry was the testimony of General Philip Smith, a 
member of the construction committee, concerning 
the Enfield-Martini rifle, of which the following s 
part :

THE SEVENTEENIH ARTICLE. 


Tue case of Private George Morris, 8d Artillery, 
published in G. ©. M. Orders 84, current series, 
Department of Texas, gives occasion for comment. 
The prisoner was charged with a violation of the 
17th Article of War, in selling certain clothing 
issued to him by the Government, and was found 
guilty. His sentence, which is confirmed by General 
Stanley, the Department Commander, is : to suffer 
a monthly stoppage of one dollar from his pay, to 
be confined under guard till August 31 next, and on 
that date to be dishonorably discharged the service. 
It 1s this last clause in the awarde! sentence which 
puzzles us, for the reason that it seems to be un- 
authorized and not susceptible of legal enforce- 
ment. The 17th Article prescribes the punishment 
which may be lawfully inflicted for its violation and 
limits it strictly to corporal punishments—* ém.. 
prisonment or such other corporal punishment as 
the court may direct.” Dishonorable discharge is 
not, aud never has been considered as corporal 
punishment and, therefore, cannot, we infer, be 
awarded under this article. Winthro) says, Vol. 
IL., p. 797. ‘* The hmitation as to the form of sen- 
tence in the articie precludes, of course, the imposi- 
tion of dishonorable discharge by way of punish- 
ment.” Should Private Morris receive his dishon- 
orable discharge on August $1 next, as contemplated , 
there would seem to be a probability that the case 
wight be revived thereafter to vex the souls of those 
having originally to do with it. General Stanley's 
well digested remarks in the case in question in re- 
gard to the stoppage of pay for the clothing, etc., 
are able and instructive. 





ASSOCIATIONS OF VETERANS. 

In his address to the graduating class of St. John’s 
College, Fordbam, the other day, Gen. Joan NEWTON 
said that the late war developed two classes of sol- 
diers : ‘‘ The real soldier who entered into the war

been found in the least. degree flexible to the pur- 
pose of political scheming; that is the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion. We remember that when Ad- 
miral FARRAGUT was installed as Commander of the 
New York Commandery he made a little speech, in 
which he alluded to the inquiries he had made to 
satisfy himself that the Order had no political char- 
acter. When he sat down a member arose and said : 
‘* Admiral FARRAGUT, there is a fine of twenty-five 
dollars for introducing the subject of politics here 
and you are the first man who has done it.” It was 
the fact, and under a succession of commanders the 
New York Commandery and, we believe, all of the 
other Commanderies, have been equally free from 
suggestion of political differences. The Military 
Order is the only one of the Veteran Associations 
which is sclf-perpetuating, descending, like the 
Cincinnati, through the oldest rale representatives 
of the original members. It requires something 
more than mere Army Service for admission to its 
ranks, as a rigid inquiry is made into the character 
and social standing of applicants for member- 
ship, each of whom must have served as an officer 
commissioned under the United States Government 
during the Rebellion. We recall at least one in- 
stance in which membership was refused to an offi- 
cer, of excellent record as a soldier, who was under 
the suspicion of using military association for poli- 
tical purposes. That is death to aspiration in the 
Military Order, whatever value it may have 
elsewhere.

GENERAL BenéT on Saturday last submitted to 
the Secretary of War the report of the Board on 
Army Regulations.

Olicial action, and it will probably be some time 
before the revised regulations take effect. The 
Board have not finally adjourned, but will probably 
reassemble when the Secretary of War is ready to 
take action in order that they may receive sugges- 
tions from the Secretaryif he has any to make- 
The new regulations will be put in the hands of the 
printers for publication. The Board will meet 
again in the autumn to look over the proof and see 
that everything is satisfactory before publication. 
It is expected that the book will be issaed before 
next Christmas. It will contain all the regulations 
and changes extant up to that time, as the changes 
in the old regulations will have been effected before 
thon by general orders from time to time, as is cus-‘ 
tomary. The old regulations comprised twenty- 
eight hundred paragraphs, which have been reduced 
by the Board to two thousand. In addition, the 
paragraphs that were allowed to remain have been 
so condensed that the new Army Regulations will 
contain about one-half as much matter as the old.

THE report of the Commissioner of Pensions for 
the fiscal year ending July 1 will show that between 
June 30, 1886, and July 1, 1887, five thousand more 
pensions were granted than in any previous twelve 
month;; 55,194 new pensions were added to the rolls 
and $74,000,000 were expended for pensions; 176,879 
applications were received, as against 104,669 in the 
year 1884-5. Four million pieces of mail were han- 
dled during the year. The Mexican pension claims 
under the *Service’’ law of Jan. 29 last are being 
received and passed upon rapidly. Up to the close 
of the fiscal year there had been received 14,740 sur- 
vivors’ claims and 3,985 claims of widows, making a 
total of 18,725. Of these there weresettled in March: 
9; in April, 560; May, 1,624, and June, 6,578, and out 
of this number 8,453 claimants were granted cer- 
tificates.

Homes held sessions July 5 and 6 at Boston. Gen. 
William B. Franklin presided and the following 
members were in attendance: Gens.

Senator Sewell, of New Jersey, T. J. Hyde, of 
Maine; Col. L. A. Harris of Ohio, and Chief Justice 
Waite, (ex-officio) of the Supreme Court.

Burnside was unveiled with impressive ceremonies at 
Providence, R. L., July 4. The procession was an im- 
mense one and the public expressions of honor to 
one of Rbode Island's eminent sons were enthusiastic 
and unanimous. After the unveiling Gen. Horatio 
Rogers delivered an oration reviewing at length 
General Burpside’s military career. The delivery 
of the statue to the city was by Col. Robert H. L 
Goddard, and Muyor Robbius received it in the 
name of the city. 








WBILE all the rest of the people were engaged in 
celebrating the national birthday the Pennsylva- 
nia Peace Society met in Philadelphia and pro- 
tested against all appropriations for war purposes, 
and thanked Gov. Beaver for vetoing the bill mak- 
ing an appropriation for the military statue of Gen. 
McClellan, ‘‘as we do not desire the beauty of our 
City Hall to be marred by mementoes of fraternal 
strife.’’ The society concluded that the best disposi- 
tion of the flags captured during the civil war would 
be to burn them.

3d U.S. Artillery, left Wash- 
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NORTH AND SOUTH AT GETTYSBURG. 


THE daily papers are filled with glowing accounts 
of the interchange of compliments on the Third of 
July on the field of Gettysburg between survivors 
ofthe Philadelphia Brigade and the survivors of 
Pickett’s Division, whose gallant charge so gallantly 
repulsed was the culmivation of the day at Gettys- 
bure, 24 years ago. Additional interest was given 
to the occasion by the Ds a of the widow and 
son of the late Gen. Pickett. The reception ac- 
corded to Mrs. Pickett especially was enthusiastic 
to the last deeree—so enthusiastic indeed that she is 
described as having her fingers blistered from the 
somewhat too cordial greeting of innumerable 
Northern and Southern bands. 

The ceremonies of the day consisted of an oration 
by Gen. John T. Owen, on behalf of the 69th Regi- 
ment, followed by the presentation of its nonument 
by Col. Reilly to the Battlefield Memorial Assovia- 
tion, on whose behalf it was received by Col. J. B. 
Batchelder, who himself received from the 69th a 
handsome gold watch, appropriately inscribed. 

Next Capt. Stockton introduced, on behalf of the 
7lst Regiment, Gen. W. W. Burns, Col. U. S. Army, 
who succeeded Gen. Baker in command of the bri- 
gade to which tbis regiment belonged. Gen. Burns’s 
interesting address will be found reported in full in 
the New York Tribune of July 4. e was followed 
by Gen. Wm. Farrar (Baldy) Smith. To Gen. Wister 
was assigned the duty of turning over the monu- 
inevt of the 71st to the Battlefield Memorial Associa- 
tion aud he was so much affected by tbhesight of the 
smail number of the brigade remaining that it took 
him some moments to master his feelings, and occa- 
sionally duripg his soveech his voice would choke 
and he with difficulty continued. The monument 
was aaoeuees in the hame of the assoviation by Col. 
Jobn M. Vanderslice, of Philadelphia. Col. R. Penu 
Smith then, in a very interesting speech, turned 
over to the Memorial Association the tablet of Cush- 
ing’s Battery, of the 4th Regular Artillery, which 
was also received by Col. Vanderslice. The crowd 
then moved near the famous clump of trees where 
the Cowan’s Battery Monument is erected. Mrs. 
Pickett, wbo was there, ascended the platform and 
Col. Cowan, rising, thanked her for her presence, 
and also welcomed the wife of the commander of 
the Philadolphia Brigade, whose husband 24 years 
ago, then an aideon Webb's staff, brought him the 
order to place his guns where the monument now is, 
and whom he had not seen again till last nigbt. He 
then presented Serino E. Payne as the orator, who 
spoke for about 20 minutes. 

The members of the Philadelphia Brigade present 
are estimated to have numbered between three and 
four bundred, and there were about 200 of Pickett’s 
men present. On their arrival at Gettysburz on 
Saturday a scene occurred which is thus described : 
“A procession was formed for the march to the 
court house where the speeches were made. Citizens 
fell into line behind the blue and gray soldiers, and 
the sight was imposing. There were crowds of vis- 
itors collected along the line of march to the court 
house, and all the inLabitants of Gettysburg were 
out to see the procession pass. On the mareh the 
Philadelphia Brigade made the strects brilliant with 
Rowan candles. A halt was called at the public 
square, where a most remarkable scene took place. 
The Philadelphia Brigade stood in lines paralle) to 
those of Pickett’s men, when a stentorian voice 
called out, ‘Right and left face.’ This order was 
hardly obeyed, when the same voice gave the com- 
mand,‘ Advance.’ In an instant the men who had 
been made to face each other by the first order, 
were close together and the palms of their bands 
came together with a sound that could be beard 
some distance. There was no sentimentality about 
it. It was the square grip of honest men.” 

Great enthusiasm was created at the court house 
when Pickett’s men marched in beaded by Lt. J. T. 
Parkham, late of the 32d Va. regiment, bearing aloft 
the noble Stars and Stripes. At the request of the au- 
dience, Mrs. Pickett, leaniog on the arm of General 
W. W. Burns, U. 8. A., was escorted to a seat on the 
judge’s stand and greeted with enthusiasm. Her 
son occupied a seat ou her left, ber hand resting on 
his through most of the évening. 

The uddress of the evening was made by Col. Wm. 
R. Aylett, who commanded the 53d Virginia regi- 
ment, and he was introduced as the youngest colone} 
of Pickett’s command, and the only colonel of Pick- 
ett’s command left living after the charge,and he was 
wounded. When he said in reference to the pro- 
posed return of the Confederate flags that * South - 
eru men don’t care who keeps the flags—the past 
went down in war, and we recoguize now the ban- 
ner of our fathers’—the climax of the meeting 
came. Lieut. Parkham raised the national emblem, 
the audience sprang up and gesticulated wildly, 
Mrs. Pickett and son and all on the stage arose aud 
joined in tbe demonstration. It was some time before 
there was sufficient quiet for Col. Aylett to proceed. 
He said, in the course of his address : 

Above the ashes left by the war and over the tomb of se- 
cession and African slavery we have created a new empire, 
and have built a temple to American liberty in which you 
and I can worship together, and over it we have run up the 
Star Spangled Banner, and we cling to it with all that 
ancient love which should ever dwell in the hearts of the 
men and women from the lands of George Washington and 
William Penn. There is not a true man at the South to-da 
but who feels as if he would like tostand at the tombs o 
Lincoln and Grant to plant a flower there and to water it 
with a manly tear! In the presence of a feeling like this, 
too sacred and deep for utterance, what matters it who shail 
keep the battle-flags ? They passed into your hands in brave 
and manly combat, untouched by dishonor, after a baptism 
in blood that made the gray jacket a mantle of glory, and 
we are as willing your people should keep them as ours. 
They are in the bands of vur Government and brethren, to 
whom our honor should be as dear astheirown. Never 
again will our old battle-flags wave iu strife. They have 
fone down torever, but they went down in gl and in 

onor. They are dead, and we love and follow alone now 
the living flag which floated from Key West to Bebring 
Straits—from Bunker Hili to San Francisco! Would that 
that grand and heroic son of Pennsylvania, Hancock, the 
superb, were here to-day. Would that Meade and MctUlel- 
lan and Reynolds and Sedgwick were here to-night, and that 
Virginian; Geo. H. Thomas, the Hannibal of your Army of 
the Tennessee. And above all, would that Lincoln and 
Grant were here to see this noble sight of brotherly love 
and heavenly hospitality—Lincoin and Grant, the men who 
gui and directed the storm, and who, when its fury was 
spent, were ready to say, * Peace, be stil!,” to the boisterous 
winds and raging waters, Were they here we would join 
with you in doing them bonor, for as Americans we now 
claim an interest in their glory and their ves. And who 
among you, warm, generous, kind, hospitable and full of 
brotherly love, as you have shown yourselves, will grudge 





to us or to Virginia the proud honor or tothe Union that 
rich contribution of Virginia glory when, at the poout of 
our illustrious and mighty dead, to the names of Washiug- 
ton, Heory, Mason, Jefferson, Madison, Marshall and Mon- 
roe, we shall ask to add the names of ibert E. Lee, of 
Stonewall Jackson, of J. E. B. Stuart and Geo: E. Pickett 
—glorious representatives of that Virginia truth and valor 
and loyalty which propped the reeling fortuves of the war 
of "76and bore the Sag of vishoey flowing like a heavenly 
meteor from Boston to Yorktown 

Following the address, letters were read from Pre- 
sident Cleveiand and Gon. Sherman, and altogether 
the oocasion was a most memorable one and a pro- 
phecy of success for the reunion between the Army 
of the Potomac and the Army of Northern Virginia, 
which is to follow one year from now. 








GETTY'S VETERANS AT PETERSBURG. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue following givesa graphic description of the 

art Getty's 2d Division, 6th Corps, took on the ex- 
reme left after it had led the corps in piercing the 
rebel centre at Petersburg, on the morning of April 
2, 1865. The demoralized lines vf the enemy were 
unable to withstand the steady advance of Getty's 
veteraus and the terrible fire of our light artillery, 
which galloped to the front in a way that an in- 
fantryman hiked to see. Allen, with his R. I. Bat- 
tery (H), who played a most gallant purt during the 
whcle engagement, and Cowan's N.Y. Battery, who 
was equally conspicuous, were scatteriug death 
through the enemy’s ranks. The forces of the rebels 
were guided by Lee in person, who seemed waver- 
ing and uncertain, were falling back from crest to 
crest and delivering a weak and scattering fire. At 
last they seemed formed for some purpose upon the 
fine estate where were located Lee’s headquarters. 
The artillery fire was heavy and incessant. Still our 
lines pressed on, obliquing to the left to gain Lee’s 
headquarters. At this time Major Allen’s battery 
was uuder a murderous fire from the rebel lives. 
Realizing the importance of holding his position 
and expecting a charge from the enemy, who were 
massing in front of bim, he despatched his orderly 
to headquarters with a request that another battery 
be ordered up to that point. The orderly, a boy not 
more than 15 years of age, goes at the mwajor’s com- 
mavd on his perilous errand. With the battery 
guidon flying amidst shot and shell, thiuking only 
of the major’s order, * Deliver that message if it 
costs you your life,” be rides on until his horse re- 
ceives a fatal wound from a bursting shell. He is 
badly injured, but succeeds in reaching the head- 
quarters with his despatch on foot, and is directed 
to guide Cowan's N. Y. Battery to the point where 
it is needed. 

Cowan’s guns were soon in position and, with 
Allen's, commenced one of the most desperate artil- 
lery duels ot the war. On the infantry struggled 
through a swamp that in many places our men sunk 
to their arm-pits while grape and canister were 
shrieking their way over thei: heads. But the other 
side is gained and some 500 of those first across with 
several colors. All three brigades bearing a part 
dash on for tbe rebel batteries. Fatigue, mud and 
the already hot sun are forgutten. All of the rebel 
guns are now trained on that devoted band. Busbels 
of era and canister added to the whiz of the 
rifle ball, made the din terrible. The fatigue of the 
men and the constant slaughter brougbt about a 
temporary halt, when Lieut. Nichols, of Gen. 
Warner's staff, led a small party forward, who shot 
the battery horses, aud the infantry gives way, then 
witb a wild yell the column rush on and the enemy’s 
works are taken. 








THE NAVY AND MALVERN HILL. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In the JouRNAL of July 2, Esee an article in four 
paragraphs under the beading of **‘ McClellan, Lee 
and Grant,” by Wm. W. Burns, contaiving gross 
misstatement in the third paragraph regarding the 
action of the Navy at Malvern Hill, as follows, viz. : 

Lee attacked McClellan at Malvern Hill on the James, but 
was repulsed and but for the failure of the Navy (the italics 
are mine) to cover his transports to that point, McClellan 
would have made that his new base. ° 

Now, this is not the fact. A division of gunboats, 
including the Monitur, under command of the late 
Rear Admiral Jobn Rodgers, was in the James at 
Malvern Hill and ervieeneees in the fight on that 
day, esoweng 100 ib. rifle and 9 and 11-inch shells 
and shrapnel among the rebel forces, whose com. 
manders so state. Besides, Gen. McClellan himself 
— sometime, while the battle was raging, on 

»oard of the gunboat under the immediate command 
of Admiral Rodgers. Gen. McClellan also must have 
been fully aware of a large Naval force being in the 
James ready to_ co-operate with and support him, 
and which he subsequently found at Harrison's 
Landing, when he arrived there with bis victorious, 
though then, demoralized, Army. Gunboatsin force 
were moored with springs on their cables on each 
flank of the Army, and so as to throw a ocross-fire 
for its protection against any forces. Of course, it 
was not disturbed, and within 48 hours the troops 
had recovered their élan and were again ready for 
any aggressive movement. 

Phe Nav thought and hoped that this would be 
across the James to its west buvk eu route for Rich- 
mond, or, the destruction of the rebel communpica- 
tions with the South and its chief source for 
cugoties.

I was then the Chief of Staff of Admiral Golds- 
borough and know of all the things 1 write; went 
with bim to Tunstall Station, though I was not 
present at theinterview with him and the General, 
which was held in the latter's tent, they, I think, be- 
ing alone.

Your figures for the strength of Lee's Army in its 
last cam paiga are erroneous iu giving its “aggregate 
present.” (Feb. 25, 1865,) 73,349 as its present for duty, 
and in assuming that all the forces under Lee's com- 
mand are included in that return. * * * The 
weicht of testimony is to the effect that Lee had 
80,000 men for line of battle at the time of the attack 
on Fort Steadman. 

What became of them? 52,000 were captured in the 
battles from March 25 to April 9, inclusive, and at 
Richmond the loss in Grant's Army. meantime, was 
about 13,00¢ in killed and wounded (3.000 in the Fort 
Steadman affair and the capture of the rebel picket 
line immediately thereafter, and 10,000 in the as- 
saults on Petersburg and Five Forks aud in the pur- 
suit.) That of Lee’s Army was at least as much and 
probably greater. At Fort Steadman it met bloody 
repulse, at Five Forks two of its divisions were 
routed, at Sailor's Creek its lines were broken— 
«very where was disaster. 15,000 is a fair estimate of 
its killed and wounded; the remainder took to the 
woods. [tisapartof the history of the campaign 
thutin the three or four davs preceding the sur- 
render the number of stragglers and deserters was 
so great that the rebel army was reported by citi- 
zens and scouts to be advancing on every road lead- 
ing away from that on which the real army, now re- 
duced to 28,000 men, whom “neither death nor any 
shape of danger could dismay,” was marching to 
its doom. : D.

THE NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 
THE TWELFTH REGIMENT. 


TrHeE 12th marebed into camp on Saturday, June 25, 
strongly represented in numbers and in a very mili. 
tary manner, of whirb they have every reason to be 
verv proud, The regiment kept up ap average at- 
tevdance dufing the week of 554, varying but a few 
men daily. With it were the 17th Separate Company, 
ot Fiushing, (83a+erage,) and the 35th Separate Com- 
pany. of Ogdensburg, (average attendanve 64). This 
made ea battalion of neurly 650 men present at all 
times, and this steady attendance contributed much 
to enable the officers to do the effective work th. y 
aid, While we do not desire to be understood that 
there was perfect work 1n this camp, yet it was 
easy seen frem the condition of this regiment as 
shown here. the performance and appearance of of- 
ficers and men,.as compared with five years ago, that 
tbe National Guard has made a mighty stride in the 
right direction. The 12tb especially furnisbe: astrik 
ivg exampie of this. They were ull of mistakes on 
their arrival, but the defects rapidly disappeared, 
and this speaks equally well for the effic‘ency of the 
majcrity of the officers, the intelligence and desire 
of the men to Secowe good soldiers, and the well- 
chosen system of instruction provided by the State 

On arrival in eamp the work was comparatively 
eaav because a guard was brought from New York 
whieh took charge on arrival at the camp, and, 
therefore, no guard was mounted,and no duty per- 
formed until dress parade. It would nut be fair to 
say that the latter was good. On the contrary, 
blunders were many and this especially on account 
of the two Separate Companies attached, which 
were neitber used to ceremonies of this sort nor to 
the command cf tbe Adjutant. Th'‘s kind of thing, 
however, has hecome so much of a matter of course 
at the camp that.it is ~carcely noticed any more, be- 
cause it is well kLown that the matter corrects it- 
self in due time, if things are allowed to take their 

yoper course. This pr ved to be the case bere. 
Tre main point was to determine the general be- 
havior of the men after taps, and the conduct of the 
sentries. Toe former, especially, proved satisfactory. 

A few izolated cases where attempts were made to 
copy some of tbe “funny” business of the week 
before were promptly sat down upon, and the sen 
tries, altbough ver imperf-ct, showed that they 
bad at least received sufficient prelimivarv instruc 
tion to save them from tbat belpless condition which 
bas so often «baracterized organizations on previous 
oecusions and exposed them to general ridicule. 
The guards were fair. The first guard mounting 
was very poor; the details were sent back twice by 
the adjutant, who showed a strong desire to repeat 
tbe experiment, but he was compelled by want 
of time. bot weather, and consideration for the 
o!d guurd to bu up the thing and let well enough 
alone. The guard was warched off by the. fiicers of 
tbe guard 1n a rather ailapidated manner: when it 
arrived at the tent officers of the day were al- 
ready there, and ivetead of attending to their own 
legitimate business they assumed control of matters 

roperly belonging to the officers of the guard, neg 

ected to receive the presents due them, and ina 

eneral way, instead of expediting the relieving of 

he old sentries and the marching off of the old 
guard, they ratber delayed the prompt transuction 
of the busine®. How they got to the guardhouse 
in advunce of the pew gua no fel.ow bas found 
out yet. However, when the seniries once got un 
der way they sbowed off to god advantage, and 
with a clean campgp~nd a mucu improved, although 
still very inferiop#fress parade, Sunday cl: sed with 
@ promise of work when the affair shoulu 
begin in earng#t.. Fair weatber on the following 
morning affomged every facility for the full devel- 
opment of the#egulation sebedule of exercises, and 
the companie’ were promptly on the field after 
reveille. While the men showed congziderable want 
of that finish of execution of the manual, marching, 
and skirmishing which sbould characterize a first- 
claves organization, many of the officers, especially 
the younger ones, exhibited more than usual snup 
and activity in handling the men, and knowledge 
of Tactics, and this, together with the complete sub- 
ordination of the rank aod file, showed that im- 
provement would only bea matter of time. 

This was fully verified when the week's work came 
to an end. e noticed, however, a great waut 
of familiarity with skirmish dril) and, iu fact, 
saw one officer teaching his company to deploy to 
the front asisla‘d down for deployment by num- 
bers in battalion drill. There was someimprovement 
in giard mounting, but the ceremony was by no 
means as well executed asit should have been, por 
was the part of the performance ut the guardhouse, 
tbe relieving of sentries, «tc., gone through with the 
promptness of a thor: uebly instructed body of sol- 
diers. Probably the two battalion drilis, ove under 
command of the colonel and tbe other under com- 
mand of the lieutenant-coionel, were the best fea- 
tures of the day's work. Altbough executed under 
a broiling sun witbout the eligbtest breeze, move- 
ments were ordered with tbe utwost rapidity and 
executed with all the promptocss which the regi- 
ment bes acquired in the armory, and a more sutis- 
factory piece of work than this could scarcely bave 
been desired. In all possible cases the movements 
were executed on the march, and although the two 
battuhons cawein soaked with perspiratiov, the mep 
appeared to heave epjoyed tbe drill, and appeared 
as iresh as daisies iu ibe afternoon. In tuct, the 
health of the cau p was excellent from begiuning to 
end, the stretcher was vot brought into :equisition 
avd the Red Cross Society had a sinecure. Sentry 
duty, though scarcely properly understood by a 
single individual, was still highly satisfactory and 
the first day's work showed improvement which 
pronsed the most desirable results before the cluse 
of the week. Of couree, the day ended with the 
usua! dress parade which, however, was far from 
what it shoule have been. The sentry duty was 
creditable during tbe pigbt and the camp very quiet. 

‘the day following ¥asa@ counterpart of ibe pre- 
vious one, The drilis 4 ere sutisiac tory; the weatber 
swe)tering, and the guards doipg the best they could. 
Tbe constent strain op tbe men, the mgid supervi- 
sion; the coo), but firm mapugement of tbe «amp 
ou the part of the colone), however. bad already 
proauced a marked improvemeut, wbich showed it 
self jn every direction at the first glance. It is not 
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necessary to go into details about it, but the respect 
for thé regiment on the part of those who were 
looking on increased hourly. Men were particularly 
punctilio in rendering their court s:es. The in- 
terest in the work of the day was probably not as 
lively us it would have been had not the following 
day n set upart for practically testing a new sys- 
tem of tactics devised by Lieut. G. N. Whistler, 5th 
U. 3. Art. On the evening previous the officers as- 
sew bled. and Lieut. Whistler explained to them the 
principles be desired to elucidute. The smoothness 
with which the drill was executed showed that they 
had well grasped the situation. As during the en- 
tire stay of the 12th, the im bore down with all his 
force, every bit of wind had disappeured and the 
experiment was accomplished under the most un- 
favorable circumstances. The men. however, pre- 
served their enthusiasm during the entire two 
bours’ work, and, in fact, seemed hungry for more 
when tue recall sounied. This fact was doubtless 
due to tne relief afforded from the usual monotony 
of the eternal fours right and left of toe ordinary 
battahon drill, and the experiment proved a ver 
happy one. While it is not possible here to give all 
the details and requirements of the drill, it is just to 
8a) that it seemed to be very practica! in all its 
phases and a decided improvement over the presevt 
cumbersome close columo movem: nts and deploy 
ments. It consisted of asimulated attach upon a field 
work by two consecutive skirmish lines supported 
by the main body of troops, winch latrer were kept 
iu rear, but advanced in column of subdivisions by 
the flank wben tbe proper time arriveu. 

The first skirmish line advanced gradually, the 
men taking advantagec the ground by throwing 
themselves on their / es; they were followed up 
by the second line, ich, when a certair distance, 
from the suppose _oint of attack bad been reached, 
took upthedo .etimeano marched over the first 
line lying de This was the signal for the gen- 
eral attack, tae reserve body advanced, tbe whole 
rushed forward with a yell, and the enemy was de- 
feated. The troops were somewhat mixed up when 
the victory was gained, but they easily found their 
poner places. This apparent confusiou was fa nat- 
ural consequence of tbe system, which seems to be 
particulary devised with a view of doing away with 
the present movements in closed order. Of course, 
itis dificult teosay what the other fellows, who 
were supposed to in the supposed fortification, 
would have been doing while the lines were gradu- 
ally creeping up on them, but it was a capital illus- 
tration of a new method, and as such served the 
double purpose of interesting the men and instruct- 
ing tne officers in work in whic» they have had no 
experience, and which they are liable at any time 
to be called upon to perform. The same drill was 
repeated on the followirg day with the accompani- 
meot of blank cartridges. Of course the absence of 
the author of the tactics had a somewbat detrimen- 
tal effect on the smooth course of the drill, and 
there were a few more blunders than on the day be- 
re Dee the beneficial effect of the drill couldn’t be 

epied. 


In the routine duties of thecamp the improve- 
ment was marked and steady, and the men were 
gradually developing intoa trained body of sol 
diers. he parades were handsome, the guard 
mountings became regular, but there remained too 
many officers up to the last who. although they 
seemed to understand guard duty theoretically. 
failed 10 many poiots when put to the practical 
vest. The discipline of the camp was as nearly per- 
fect as 13 possibie with a volunteer organization, and 
intractions of the rules were so few aud far be- 
tween that there is practically nothing to speak of 
on this point. 

Frequently the guaris were badly managed so as 
to keep the men or post for three, and some even 
say for four hours, and deprive them of their meals 
atthe proper time besides. For this there was no 
excuse, because there was always a force eufficiently 
large to control things in proper shape, and the re- 
gulations were distinct so as to allow of no mistake. 
Men on guard who desired to sleep could not do so 
on account of the racket kept up the entire time. 
Of course to teach all this the camp is maintained. 
Thesentries may be counted among the best who 
haveever been bere, but they only reached a certain 
pointin their iostruction beyond which they did 
not advance. Only once during the whole tour did 
Dumber One announce the approach of the officers 
of the day to the guardhouse at guardmounting. 
The reliefs,as was the case during the p evicus week, 
were Dever marched off with promptne-s, and num- 
ber one never relieved as prescribed in the tactics. 
To establish perfection on all these points in seven 
days, with new officers aud men every day, is 
scarcely possible, and we mention these facts not so 
much asa criticism of the 12th, but .ather for the 
purpose of putting otbers who are to come on their 
guard against similar errors. The 12th did excellent 
work and set an example of practical soldiering 
and as the magnificentcelumn marched eut of camp 
they were deserving of every bit of the praise so 
generously bestowed upon them on all sides. The re- 
giment received a grand ovation in New York all 
along the home route. 

Capt. Bleeker S. Barnard, Co. D, had the largest 
cowpany of the regiment ip camp. 84 men out of 93. 
He gave some fine eahibitions of the bayonet exer- 
cise. We are sorry to learn that the captuin, on 
aocount of business pressure, is compelicd soon to 
resign. 

Before closing this account we think it proper 
to poivt out a smuller organizatiou—tbe Ist New 
York Battery—which, on accouut ot its 1so/ated lo- 
cation ip the camp, is but little noticed, and yet is 
working frum early moruing till evening at the ar- 
tillery p‘eves. Sergeant Jansen, in charge hase doue 
much to perfect bis detachweot, and is, therefore, 
as well as bis men, entitled to great cre dit. 

Mem —In our report about the 7th we stated that 
in wheeling into line the platoon never wheeled on a 
fixed pivot. Tbis was asilip of the pen, and it will 
be readily understood that the criticism referred to 
cbanges of direction. .

AMENDMENTS TO THE NEW YORK CODE. 


GOVERNOR HILL bas apnet the bill amending 
Sections 40, 93. 97 and 132 of the New York Military 
Code, Sec. 40 is amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 40. Able-bodied men of good charecter, “ of 18 years 
of age and upwa "who can read and write, may be cn- 
listed in the Nationa! Guard in the first instance for a term 
oct less than tive nor more than seven years. and on the ex- 
piration of th.t term they may be re-enlisted, either im! 
mediately or at any time thereatter, for terms of one or 

ore years, at their optiou; but no person above the age of 
45 years shull be enisted or re-enlisted cpeees by permi-sion 
ot the commandant of the brigade or division to which the 
organiz»tion is attached ; vor any nerson under the age of 21 
years, «ithout the ccnse it of bis purent or guardian, “ pro- 
vided, however, that enlistments as musicians between the 
ages of 16 and 21 years may be made with the conseut of 
parents or guardians.” Every enlisted man ehall continue 
to be held to duty, and shail retain rank aud be eligible to 
promotion atter the expiration of bis term of enlistment or 
re-enlist ment, uatil he is actually discharged. 

The passages included in quotations are additions 
to the «xisting law. 

Sec. 93 1° ameuded fo as to increase the pay of the 
Adjutant-General trom $3,000 to $4,000 ner year. 

Sec. 97 reads in it amended form as follows: 


Sec. 97. On the certiticate of the Adjutant-General the 
Comptroller shall anoually draw bis warrant upon the 
Treasurer fortae following sums. namely: $1.200 tor each 
division and for eich brigade headquarters, $250 for each 
regimental headquarters, $100 for eacu battalion headq 1ar- 
ters, and $250 fur each headquarters of provisional regi- 
ments or battalions. The funus thus allowed shall only be 
expended by the respective commanding officers on the ap- 
proval of the Adjutant General, 


Heretofore tbe followiug sums were allowed: $750 
for each division and euch brigade headquarters, 
and $250 for each headquarters of provision! regi- 
ments or battalions. 

Sec. 132 is amended so as to read as follows in the 
present form: 


Sec. 182. All fines and penalties imposed by any military 
court upon officers or enlisted men shail be paid by the offi- 
cers collecting the same into tke treasury of the county 
within which the regiment, battalion, troop, ba tery or com- 
pany is located within thirty days after the collection there- 
of, und shall form a portion o1 and be credited to the mili- 
tary fund of the regiment, battalion, troop, battery or com- 
pany of which the persons paying the fines aud penalties are 
members, and the Treasurer of such county shail thereupon 
report the amount thereof, designating the orvaniz:tion to 
which it belongs, to the Adjutant-General of the Stute. 

And the amount of fines or penalties so collected from any 
other commissioned officers or enlisted men shall be paid py 
the cflicer colleting the same to the Treasurer of the state. 

The commanding officer of each regiment, battalion, troop, 
battery and company shall be responsible for all couuty 
property ir his bands or under his contro! provi ied un ier 
the provisions of this act,and shall between the first and 
fifteenth day of +a year file with the Treasurer of the 
couvty in which his command is located an inventory of 
such county property in bis hands or used in his command. 

Each County ‘ urer shall, when any county property 
furnished for military purposes uncer tpis act is abandoned 
or is unfit tor service, collect and store ‘ame, and with tbe 
tpproval in writing of the officer commanding the brigade 
district of which his oy forms a purt, sell the same at 
public sale and turn the net avails of said sale into the treas- 
ury of his county.

ARTILLERY INSTRUCTION IN LOUISIANA. 


THE Governor of Louisiana has granted Major C. 
B. Throckmorton, U. 58. A., commanding Butteries 
1 aud M, 2d Artillery, at Jackson Barracks, the use 
of the State camv, Camp Henry at Pass Uoristiau, 
for an encampment of six davs, commencing July 
18. In grunting the use of the cump the Governor 
made a request that at the same time the companies 
of the State militia be permitted to participate. Maj. 
Throckmorton wrote to Col. John B. Richardson of 
the Washington Artillery. who formed bim that 
bis mvitation was gladly accepted, and tbat the 
companies of the Washington Artillery would par- 
ticipate. The major has also received word from 
Capt. Wm. H. Beanham that his Battery B, Louisi- 
ana Field Artillery, will partivipate. 

The Regular batteries will bave about 40 men 
each. The officers of Battery [ are Capt. W. P. Vose, 
1st Lieutenant Alex. D. Scbenck. Those of Battery 
M are Capt. Joseph G. Ramsay und vwWieuts, Wilcox 
aud Stone attached. Dr. Williams, U.S. A., will be 
in attendance as surgeon. ; : 

Tbe camp is now provided with two 10 inch 
smooth bore guns and four 10-inch mortars. Ln ad- 
dition to these, the major will carry over with bim 
four 44¢ inch rifle guns, 3-inch smooth bore. the Gat- 
ling bartery ard some Coeborn mortars; while the 
Wasbington Artillery snd the Louisiana Field Art- 
ilery will also curry their guns, which will make 
quite an array of field pieces. 

This project of a combined camp of Regulars and 
State militia 1s exciting much interest in the locality, 
and arrangements are mahivg with the railroads to 
carry people at excursion rates to Camp Henry. It 
was suggested by Litut. scheack, woo fouud the 
Washiovten Artillery and the State authorities 
ready to eater heartily into the scheme. Gen. Scho- 
field seeins to have earnestly approved of the mea- 
sure, as he has telegraphed Maj. Torockmorton to 
make immediate requisition for such awmuoition 
as may be required for the iustruction of sucb art- 
illery troops. regular and militia, as will be present.

matter of coast defence, und continues: 

Granted that the General Government may in time pro- 
vide fortifications and funs—but not the men to man them, 
for fear that a few thousand Regular soldiers will eat up 
body and boots the teeming willious of the rest of 
the American citizens—it is of vital importance that 
these militia organizations should be called into exist- 
ence at once. Then this has been done they should 
be assi, ned permanently to such works or forts as are deter- 
mined for the detence of the city, and required to repair 
annually to the places so designated, for pu of io- 
struction, drill and target practice, to the : ond tbat they mav 
not only familiarize themselves with the armament and its 
uses, but with the particular stations and surroundings 
which they may be called upon to defend in the event cf 


war. 

The citizen thus giving his time and abilities to perform 
duties which the General Government ought to be bound to 
do, should be provided by that negligent Government, at 
least with all of the facilities for perfecting himselt in bis 
military «uties, and indeed he should be well puid for bis 
valuable time thus given to the service of the public. He 
should not only be provided with all modern artiliery appli- 
ances, but with a liberal supply of ammuopition for target 

ractice with great guns, with transportation, pay for bis 
ime, rations, cump equipage, etc.. when necessary,and a 
fatigué unitorm and such other applisnoces and allowances 
as are requisite and necessary t@ enable him to accomplish 
in the best manner aud within the sbortest time these pi- 
triotic duties. In addition to all of this, which the Governo- 
ment can do by the mere paying out of some of its vast 
treasury hoards, its mdést 1m portant duty should be to pro- 
vide highly-educated and tramed artillery officers and 
soldiers to give instruction and aid to the citizen soldiery, 
and \t goes without saying that the 275 officers and 2,500 men 
which row conprise the urtillery force of the country are 
wholly inauequate to even properly aid in the instruction 
and training of such a number of men, much less of them- 
selves undertaking this part of the “common defence,” for 
which purpose they are supposed to exist.

THE “BRENNAN” TORPEDO, 


Tue Russian Government, some ten years sine. 
expended a large sum of money io the purehase of 
all the necessary plant for the manufacture of the 
* Lay” controlled locomotive torpedo in Russia 
and ten of these weapons were actually constructed 
there, but, for reasons best known tothe Kussian 
torpedoists. no more of these weapons have been 
manufactured by them. In America, the country 
ibut bas given birth to the greater pumber of in- 
ventions of controlled locomotive torpedoes at prese 
ent in existence, no. decision has yet been come to 
on the question of adopting any particular type of 
this class of torpedo, though nearly all of these 
American inventions have been accordei exhaus- 
tive official trials, either at the military or naval 
torpedo schools, Otber naval powers bave also car- 
ried out experimeuts from time to time during the 
last ten years witb controlled locomotive torpedoes, 
submitted for trial by their peepee iu ventors, 
but uo adoption bas followed, though these triuls 
bave usually terminated successfully,in so far as 
proving them capable of fulfilling all the advan- 
tages claimed for them. England may therefore 
fairly claim the distinction, fur wLatever it may be 
worth, of beme the first country to definitely intro- 
duce tbe controlled lovomotive torpedo as » compo- 
nent part of the material vecessary for the ffective 
defenve of harbors. The controllea locomotive tor- 
pedo that our military torpedo commussion have 
recommended the Government to adopt 1s that one 
invented in 1876 by a Mr. Brevnan, of Melbourne, 
Australia, and for the exclusive rizht of the manu- 
facture of which in this country the apparently ex- 
cersive sum of £110,000 bas been o>tained. 

Tbe Brennan torpecio differs from all others of the 
same «lass in ics mode of propulaon, which is 
effected by the rapid unwinding of two wires irom 
two drums or reels varried in the ioterior of the tor- 
pedo, and connected respectively to the two propel- 
ler shafts, thereby causing the two propellers to re- 
volve at a high rate of speed. and ga ame: A force 
ing the torpedo through the water, The unwinding 
uf these two wires is effected by means of a power- 
ful winding engine placed at the starting pomt co 
shore. Considerable interest bas been evinced 10 
tois invention sinve its first appearance, because of 
the apparent paradox involved in its mode of pro- 

ulsion, in that the barder this torpedo 1s pulied 

ck the faster it will go ahead: but on considera- 

tion it will be seen that by buuling in the wires at a 
certain rute, a corresponding rate of revolution is 
ee to the drums, which ure fixed to the pro- 
peller shafts in the torpedo, and so to the two pro- 
pellers, which are thovest capable of developing a 
certain borse puwer, and if this h.-rse power be euffi-, 
cient to overcome the retarding straiu on the wires, 
and to leave a margio of thrust, then the torpedo 
must be propelled tbrough the water; and the ouly 
limit to the speed of the torpedo is upparently the 
strength of the w.res. 

The Brennan method of steering is also effected in 
a different manner trom tbat of other torpedoes of 
its class, beiwg intimately connected with its mode 
of propulsion, as it is effected by the varying of the 
® of revolution of one or other of tue drums of 
the windivg engine, and consequently of the respec- 
tive drum aud prop-lier shaft in the torpedo, which 
by ap ingevious arrangement causes the muvewent 
of the rudder to one side or the other. 

The introduction of the Brennan torpedo.ivto this 
country is due to the favorable report of a commit- 
cee cf paval officers appointed by Admiral! Wilson, 
in command of the Australian squadron ut the time 
when it was first brought out; on the strength of 
this report Mr. Brennan was ordered to bring bis 
torpedo to England to be experimented witb by tbe 
Royal Engiveers; from that time it became a verit- 
able pet of theirs, and now after five yeaisof experi. 
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mental work they have advised the government to 
adopt their child.

UNIFORMS AT THE JUBILEE. 


Tne garb of all the armies in the world, save those 
of France and the United States, seems to be illus- 
trated here—and illustrated in the most vivid man- 
ner. Conspicuous by their absence are the simple 
tunics and shoulder straps of the brave countrymen 
of Grant, of Sherman, and of Sheridan; but, on the 
other band, the murtial array of nearly all the Con- 
tinental nations, and even of Siam and Japan, arrest 
inspection. The Austrian Army has lately been re- 
clad ; the light gray tunic and low black leggings of 
the Croat grevadier have disappeared ahd the 
white tunics of the infantry have been replaced by 
more convenient and less costly uniforms of blue 
and gray. Hussars. Uhlans, Voltigeurs, Russian 
Chevalier Guards, Honveds, pass in a kaleidoscopic 
panorama; and of Hungarian cavalry uniforms 
there is a sumptuous exhibition. One panoply of 
tightly-fitting crimson, one mass of gold embroidery, 
terminating in Hessian boots with tassels of gold 
bullion, excites a murmur of admiring comment, 
while approbation unmingled is bestowed on a hus- 
sar dress ot blue and gold,in which the *“ dolman,” 
or jacket banging loose from the shoulder, formerly 
worn by our own soldiers, but discarded after the 
Crimean war, is seemingly of blue satin, trimmed 
with the richest sable fur. White or cream-colored 
trousers, seamed with gold, are worn by more than 
oue military magpvifico from abroad; one pareounge 
of note wears a uniform curiously barred with gold 
and white, somewhat after the manuer famihar in 
portraits of British admirals of the eighteenth cen- 
tury; and the succession of fore’gn military rai- 
ment is so continuous and so lively that it would be

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


AN amendment offered last week to the French 
Army bill permitting priests to serve in the awbu- 
lance and hospital curps instead of as soldiers in the 
regiments was rejected by a large vute. 


Ix July next one battalion per regiment of the 
Italian Army is to receive the new repeating rifle. It 
is expected that Denmark, as the result of recent 
trials, will adopt the Lee system. A competitive 
trial with the Remington show the following re- 
sults: Initial velocity—Lee, 534 metres; R. 377. 
Dangerous zone—Lee, 465 metres; R., 825 m. Weight 
of cartridge—Lee, 33 grammes; R., 33 er. The ra- 
pidity of fire is increased in the ratio of 5.3. 


THE principal result of the recent French naval 
manceuvres 138, says the Avenir Militaire (Paris), that 
almost all the torpedo-boats engaged are seriously 
damaged. The following table of casualties is, says 
our contemporary, extremely edifying : Loss of the 
torpedo- boat No. 67 on the ccast of Portugal; two 
torpedo-boats disarmed and put hors de combat m 
raturning to Algiers; serious damage to the plates 
of the gunboat and ef the Dowdard de Legrée; the 
engines of the torpedo-boat No. 68 disabled; seven 
torpedo-boats require serious repair. The loss 
amounts to more than 50 per cent. of the whole 
flotilla. The armorclad squadron, on the other hand, 
is uninjured and quite ready for sea. 


AT the usual monthly meeting of the London As- 
sociation of Foremen Engineers and Draughtsmen, 
on June 4, a paper was read by Mr. G. J. Haggis on 
“Our Native Army in Iindia.”” He gave statistics of 
the strength of the native army in the three presi- 
dencies and of the population, showing the male 
population of British India to be about 120,000,000, of 
whom 70,000,000 may be said to belong to races suffi- 
ciently martial to make fairly good soldiers. If five- 
sixths of these are exempted on account of age, 
physical, or mental defects, the requirements of 
commerce and agriculture, religious objections, and 
other causes, there will still remain over 10,000,0C0 of 
men fully capable of military service. 


At the inspection of a regiment at a tropical sta- 
tion, an officer was lecturing tothe men on the re- 
sistance of the air, and its effect on the course of the 
bullet, when the General proposed he should ask a 
few questions. His first was, “Can you tell me what 
the air is composed of?’ The private be interro-
